Truth  part 
of  poetry, 
says  poet 

There  is  more  truth  in  poetry 
than  in  truth  itself,  poet  Paul 
Engle  told  a group  of  English 
faculty  members,  English  ma- 
jors and  special  interest  classes 
Tuesday  night. 

Mr.  Engle  rejected  several 
theories  of  poetry  in  his  talk.

IN  FACT,  IT  IS  more  alive 
than  life  because  it  has  its  own 
life  and  tells  of  life  intensified. 
Poetry  also  embraces  life’s  ex- 
uberance; it  isn’t  all  solemn,  he 
said. 

Poetry  is  the  expression  of  the 
entire  human  being  and  his  en- 
tire life,  according  to  Mr.  Engle. 
It  isn’t  written  solely  from  the 
heart. 

POETRY  IS  ALSO  more  ob- 
jective than  many  persons  claim. 
Before  a poet  can  write  poetry, 
he  must  be  detached  from  his 
emotions,  he  said. 

Mr.  Engle  will  speak  again 
today  at  4:15  p.m.  in  428  Li- 
brary. He  will  again  discuss  po- 
etry and  also  the  career  oppor- 
tunities for  English  majors,  ac- 
cording to  Harold  S.  Madsen  of 
the  English  Dept.

Consider  qualifications 
before  going  f©  polls 


As  one  studies  leadership  within  the  broader  frame- 
work of  group  dynamics,  he  is  often  confronted  with  at  least 
two  terms  which  describe  leadership  from  different  points 
of  view.  The  first  is  “task  orientation.”  Succinctly,  this  re- 
fers to  the  type  of  leadership  which  is  directed  first  and 
foremost  toward  getting  the  job  done. 

ALTHOUGH  extremely  efficient,  this  type  of  leader- 
ship often  neglects  the  feelings  of  the  members  of  the 
group  and  leads  to  poor  intra-group  relations. 

The  second  is  "group  orientation.”  This  type  of  leader- 
ship is  directed  most  vigorously  toward  the  maintenance  of 
good  intra-group  relations,  high  morale,  and  feelings  of 
satisfaction  among  members  of  the  group.  However,  the 
group  oriented  leader  often  falls  down  in  production  or  get- 
ting the  job  done.” 

I would  like  to  define  a third  category  of  leadership; 
we  shall  call  it  “self-orientation.”  This  refers  to  leadership 
which  is  directed  toward  “self-development,”  toward  “per- 
sonal growth”  or  in  other  words  self-aggrandizement. 

THIS  INDIVIDUAL  is  neither  oriented  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  task,  nor  the  group ; although  he  may  claim  to 
stand  for  either  or  both.  He  has  little  real  regard  for  any- 
thing except  the  glorification  o fhis  own  person.  He  is  what

ot  sometimes  a “smiling,  baby  kissing  politician.” 

To  most  of  us  the  best  type  of  leadership  is  composed 
of  a balanced  combination  of  “group  orientation”  and  “task 
orientation.”  As  for  “self-orientation”;  there  is  no  place 
for  such  self  directed  leadership  in  The  sincere  public  ser- 
vant except  as  a secondary  by-product  of  selfless  dedica- 
tion to  the  service  of  one’s  fellow  men. 

While  in  the  mission  field  a seemingly  paradoxical  tru- 
ism concerning  life  and  leadership  became  more  and  more, 
obvious  to  me  as  time  passed.  It  is  that  one  cannot  possibly 
develop  himself  without  first  dedicating  himself  to  the  de- 
velopment of  others;  and  yet  as  he  sincerely  does  so,  it  is 
impossible  to  help  others  more  than  he  helps  himself. 

IN  OTHER  WORDS,  the  development  of  a good  leader 
is  not  the  product  of  conscious  self-interest,  but  an  un- 
conscious product  of  selfless  dedication  to  the  service  of 
others. 

As  studentbody  elections  approach  may  I suggest  that 
we  as  students  make  this  election  more  than  a superficial 
popularity  contest.  May  we  consider  not  only  the  extrinsic 
or  surface  qualifications  of  a candidate,  but  let  us  also  ex- 
amine his  reasons  for  "seeking  office,  his  motivation. 

. The  Tuesday.  March  18th  Universe  ran  an  article  on  the 
three  candidates  for  President  revealing  their  platforms  as 
well  as  their  atitudes  toward  student  government.  May  I 
suggest  that  we  re-examine  this  article  in  an  effort  to  dis- 
cover the  motives  of  each. 

Equipped  with  these  few  thoughts  may  each  not  only 
avail  himself  of  the  opportunity  to  vote,  but  may  he  do  so 
intelligently  with  a better  understanding  of  the  motives  and 
qualifications  of  each  candidate.

The  local  research , office  of 
the  U.S':  Forest  Service  has  re- 
cently become  affiliated  with 
BYU,  announced  Dr.  Rudger  H. 
Walker,  dean  of  the  College  of 
Biological  and  Agricultural  Sci- 
ences. 

MEMBERS  OF  the  Provo  of- 
fice of  the  Intermountain  For- 
est and  Range  Experiment  Sta- 
tion are  now,  in  effect,  members 
of  the  faculty,  Dean  Walker 
said.  They  have  been  given  the 
title  of  special  collaborators  in 
the  Agronomy  and  Botany 
Depts. 

• According  to  Dr.  William  A. 
Laycock  who  is  in  charge  of  the 
experiment  station,  BYU  has  ex- 
tended them  the  same  rights  as 
the  stations  near  state  univer- 
sities receive. 

“I  have  expended  much  time 
arid  effort  to  develop  this  co- 
operation,” Dean  Walker  said,

AMONG  THE  benefits  to  the

Amateur  radio  club ... 

Students  teach  ham  radio  classes

It’s  a dingy  little  place  with 
scarcely  enough  room  to  turn 
around,  but  to  Denton  Brawwell 
and  Kim  Wrigley  it’s  a second 
home. 

WITH  AN  old  Navy  trans- 
mitter of  1000  watts  and  a small- 
er one  of  130  watts,  the  ham 
shack,  located  in  the  north  end 
of  the  barracks  behind  the 
Fletcher  Engineering  Labora- 
tory, means  a lot  of  laughs  to 
the  Amateur  Radio  Club. 

Both  freshmen  electrical  en- 
gineering majors,  Kim  and  Den- 
ton teach  special  free  classes  on 
the  basics  of  electronics  and  the 
International  Morse  Code.  Stu- 
dents graduate  with  novice  li- 
censes, providing  they  pass  the 
code  test  of  five  words  per  min- 
ute. 

DENTON’S  CLASS  began  last 
week,  and  Kim’s  class  will 
graduate  with  licenses  in  two 
more  weeks.  If  response  is  great 
enough,  Kim  will  begin  another 
class. 

Kim,  whose  hometown  is 
American  Fork,  has  the  call  let- 
ters K7HVF,  and  Denton’s  are 
K70WJ  in  Rigby,  Idaho. 

“These  letters  are  given  out 
by  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  when  the  license  is 
issued  and  are  completely  indi- 
vidual,” said  Denton.  "No  one 
will  ever  have  my  call  letters.” 

THE  COST  of  equipment  is 
the  biggest  problem  in  becom- 
ing a ham.  Ready  made  sets 
cost  from  $75,  for  only  the  bar- 
est of  essentials,  to  whatever 
the  operator  wants  to  pay. 

“You  can  build  your  own  sta- 
tion for  almost  nothing  if  you 
have  the  right  kind  of  junk  ly- 
ing around,”  said  Kim.  He  has 
$400  tied  up  in  his.  station. 

The  Amateur  Radio  Club  has 
10  licensed  operators,  10  non- 
licensed,  interested  people  and 
the  call  letters  K70HR.  Their 
sponsor  is  C.  J.  Holtkamp,  an 
instructor  of  basic  electronics 
in  the  technical  institute. 

THE  NICKNAME  “ham”  is  a 
corruption  of  the  Cockney  pro- 


nunciation of  “amateur,”  or  at 
least  that  is  what  is  supposed. 

“Nobody  really  knows  where 
the  name  came  from,”  Kim 
said,  “but  radio  hams  are  hams 
in  every  sense  of  the  word.” 

Like  journalists,  athletes  and 
actors,  hams  have  their  own 
language  which,  when  under- 
stood, is  as  normal  as  any  con- 
versation. 

FOR  INSTANCE,  a hi,  literal- 
ly translated,  is  a laugh.  A YL 
is  a young  lady,  and  an  XYL  is 
a married  YL  until  she  gets  her
